Last  year  the  titles  of  Liddy  and  Mr  Pratt  were  changed 
Previously  they  were  in  Philosophy.  Last  spring  they  were  put

altogether  in -tike*  sub-division  of  Philosophy  viz  Psychology. 

Xn  the  future  x  believe  it  would  be  wise  to  make  these  app¬ 
ointments  for  excellence  and  standing  in  the  whole  work  of  the 
whole  department.  This  was  done  when  Mr  L^dd;'^  and  Mr  Pratt 
were  appointed  in  the  first  place  as  Fellows  in  Philosophy. 

This  did  not  preclude  their  being  mainly  or  altogether  erq)loyed 
in  any  subdivision  where  they  were  most  needed.  But  as  these 
are  valuable  prizes  they  should  not  all  be  awarded  to  one 
section  and  simply  for  special  fitness  for  the  work  of  any 
one  section.  In  order  to  preclude  criticism^ too ^  these  positions 
should  be  applied  for  openly  up  to  a  certain  date  as  is  the 
case  in  the  awarding  of  the  You^  Fellowship. 


Those  Assist^ts  are  presumably  not  merely  assisting  members 
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Of  the  Staff.  They  should  he  doing  graduate  worlc  leading  to 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  and  in  their  appointment  the 
fact  that  they  will  he  trained  to  become  teachers  should  also 
he  kept  in  mind.  Hence  they  should  not  ho  so  employed  as  to 
restrict  their  work  to  one  section  if  their  training  for  the 
degree  to  which  they  aspire  and  their  future  as  possible  teachers 
requires  a  wider  training  and  opportunity  to  take  advantage  of 
graduate  work  done  in  other  sections* 

There  is  also  another  question  needing  very  thotightful 
consideration  and  consultation  with  the  theological  colleges. 

Now  that  we  are  seriously  taking  up  the  extension  of  graduate 
studies  and  the  providing  of  more  graduate  instruction  in 
Philosophy^  the  extent  to  which  this  may  ho  combined  with  the 
course  in  theology  should  he  decided  by  the  authorities  and 
not  loft  to  the  student  himself  or^hy  the  student  in  consult¬ 
ation  with  any  one  section, 

LPerhaps  it  might  prevent  some  misunderstanding  if 
the  Assistant^appointod  this  year  were  officially  informed 
that  in  the  arrangement  of  their  prograrane  of  work  and  study 
they  should  he  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Head  of  the 
doTjartment  of  Philosoihy,  In  all  such  matters  in  Philosophy

tlie  Head  of  the  departioexit  has  alwaye  consuted  the  idiole 
staff.
